According to the government, the 
Freemen have been writing bad 
checks, threatening local officials, 
and committing a few other minor 
crimes. Does this justify a, so far, 
78-day tie-up of government 
resources, including several 

armored vehicles, massive power 
generators, FBI manpower and 
many millions of dollars? 

Remember the scandal a few years 
ago about the dozens of members of 
Congress who had passed bad 
checks, some of them passing 
several hundred each, totaling more 
money than all of the Freemen 
combined have probably ever seen. 
I didn't see anything on the news 
about the FB! surrounding any 
congressmen's' houses. 



What about the comment Newt Gingrich made last 
year that the President should bring extra 
bodyguards if he planned to go to Georgia? Sounds 
like threatening a government official to me; but no 
armored personnel carrier smashed through Newt's 
front door. 

Yet the government maintains that they are after 
the freemen for their crimes, not their political 
beliefs. Their real crime was not passing bad 
checks, but being critical of the Federal 
government. So the government threatens them 
with heavy weaponry, shines bright lights into their 
windows to keep them from sleeping, blasts loud 
noise at them, cuts power to their homes, and 
refuses food to be brought to them in order to 
"convince" them to surrender. (The government's 




definition of convincing sounds a lot like 
psychological warfare to me.) 



There have been several offers by the 
Freemen to end the standoff, but 
each offer has met with a "NO"" from 
the FBI. The content of the 
Freemen's offers was not even 
discussed on the news in anything 
but the most vague and general 
terms, so we have no way of knowing 
exactly what their offer actually 
consisted of. And the government 
has the nerve to say that they need 
armored vehicles to use against a few 
rifles because the Freemen "refuse to 
negotiate." I was always led to 
believe that negotiation takes two 
sides offering counter proposals, not 
one side making offers and another 
side saying "it's our way or else," 



The Freemen may very well be the 
fundamentalist, racist nuts the 
government says they are, and there 
is quite a bit of evidence indicating that they are 
guilty of what the FBI accuses them of. What is 
objectionable is not the arrest of these people, but 
the manner in which the arrests were attempted. 
The government knew very well that they were 
setting up another situation (like Waco and Ruby 
Ridge) in which violence could easily happen and 
lives could be lost. Once again, like Waco, these 
individuals could have been picked up one at a time 
with much less hassle and expense, and, once 
again, the Freemen's attitudes towards the 
government were used as an excuse to set up a 
potentially violent situation. As objectionable as 
their supposed views are, unpopular opinions 
should not be used as an excuse for different 
treatment under the law.

You motherfuckers in Congress have dropped over the edge 
of the earth this time. I understand that very few of the 
swarm of high-dollar lobbyists around the 
telecommunications bill had any interest in content 
regulaUon - they were just Crying to get their clients an 
opportunity to dip their buckets in the money stream that 
cyberspace may become - but the public interest sometimes 
needs a little attention. 

First, some basics. If your children walked by a public park 
and heard some angry sumbitches referring to Congress as

All universities have Internet servers, and every English 
department' has at least one scholar who can read 
Chaucer's EngUsh - but not on the Internet anymore.

From "The X-On Congress": Indecent Conunent 
on an Indecent Subject," an article by Steve 
Russell, a retired judge in Texas, that appeared 
in the February 8 issue of the American 
Reporter, an on-line journal, and has since 
circulated widely on the Internet. Russell was 
responding to the Communications Decency 
Act, part of the telecommunications bill that 
congress passed on February 8. The law, which 
was sponsored by Senator Jim Exon (D., Nebr.), 
makes it a felony to transmit "indecent" or 
"patently offensive" material over computer 
networks; violators are subject to up to two 
years in prison and $250,000 in fines. Civil 
rights groups and on-line organizations that axe 
challenging the law in court say that it is 
unconstitutional, arguing that the "Indecent": 
standard applied to the print media. Russell 
teachers criminal justice at the University of 
Texas at San Antonio.

Does a correlation between certain disease and 
the mercury contained in amalgam dental 
fillings exist? The American Dental 

Association (ADA) will admit to "minute 
amounts of mercury vapors being released 
when you chew your food or grind your teeth." 
However, they claim that a "very small 
number of people are allergic, and that on the 
whole amalgams are a safe material to use in 
dental fillings." But is the danger really 
minute? And even if only 5% of the 
population are allergic, that sta^ering amount 
is almost 12 million people. 

Independent reports over the last twenty years 
paint a different picture from what the ADA 
would have us beKeve. Mercury is toxic and 
can affect the nervous system and 
neurotransmitters in the brain. Mercury is a 
toxic substance which could possibly 
contribute to the degeneration of nerve cells, 
which is the major problem in Alzheimer's 
disease. 

In May 1991, a research team at the University 
of Kentucky stated that 'a probable 
relationship of mercury, exposed firom 
mercury- amalgam fillings to both Alzheimer's 
disease and cardiovascular disease," 

Several countries have already banned 
mercury from amalgam implants. In 1994 the 
chief advisor of WHO (World Health 
Organization), stated that 'the use of mercury 
in dental fillings is not safe and should be 
avoided." 

So whom are we to believe? The ADA or WHO? 
Individuals suffering firom ailments associated 
with the nervous system may want to consult 
a trustworthy dentist. The problem vpith that 
is the ADA has threatened to charge dentists 
with "unethical behavior" if they propose such 
a theory.

The rash of unsettled weather across the country 
has raised the suspicion of some in the scientific 
community, as well as concern from 
environmentalists. Are we experiencing normal 
weather phenomenon, are we unlucky, or could 
there be some force behind the strange, brutal, 
devastating weather we are encountering in this 
country? 

HAARP (High-frequency Active Aura] Research 
Project) is new technology being tested in Alaska by 
the Pentagon. HAARP emits extremely low 

frequency radio energy into the atmosphere. The 
hair raising aspect of this experiment is the 
potential control of ionosphere processes for military 
objectives. HAARP project manager, John 
Heckscher, a scientist, called concerns about the 
transmitter's impact unfounded. "It's not 
unreasonable to expect that something three times 
more powerful than anything that's previously been 
built might have unforeseen effects." 

Several hundred 72-foot tall antennas are used to 
direct an intense beam of focused electromagnetic A 
energy upwards to strike the ionosphere. The ^'^^ 
objective is to bum holes in the ionosphere for 
potential "control" for military objectives. Can a 
continued beam cause a problem with the polar 
caps? Can these disturbances trigger destructive 
weather patterns? What danger to radiation is 
there to aircraft traveling through this 30 mile 
affected area? Does this pose a threat to the local 
inhabitants or to the wildlife in the area? Are 
environmental laws being broken by our 
government? Can these low frequency waves (1-20 
Hz) affect human brain waves? 



These are just a few of the questions we must ask 
ourselves and our government officials. To learn 
more about this formidable project you might want 
to read "Angels Don't Play This HAARP" by Dr. Nick 
Begich. (This was the #9 censored story of 1995 
from Project Censored Yearbook.)

All of these 
reassurances that your lost love will be found - and soon - 
are a comfort. But at what cost? Will govenunent find a 
way to misuse this new technology? 

Additional aspects of a subcutaneous device will be the 
elimination for social security numbers and cards, or any 
sort of identification now needed to survive this crazy 
technological age we live in. Imagine walking into any 
store, restaurant, hotel and having the clerk scan the back 
of your ear. At that point you would either take home 
your groceries, eat a delicious meal, relax in the hot tub 
in the honeymoon suite, or be handcuffed and dragged 
away if there happens to be a warrant out for your arrest. 
Or perhaps you've over extended your credit card limit. 
No more secrecy, no more privacy. Big Brother will 
know the score. 

Although the idea of a microprocessor chip has its 
advantages, we know that govenunent has a way of 
turning a positive into a negafive. These microchips can 
be custom-made to monitor your psychological beha\ior. 
These chips could also "reprogram" individuals to 
perform as socially acceptable citizens. Give the 
government an inch and ihey will take your freedom, 
your individuality, your creativity. Non-conformists are 
unacceptable in our society. 

Welcome to a brave new world indeed. A world where 
computers will monitor your feelings and thoughts and 
adjust your emotions to that of an acceptable citizen.

Since the so-called Republican Revolution of 1994, one 
of the issues receiving the most attention has been 
welfare reform. As usual, however, the debate on the 
subject has been one-sided and misleading at best. 
Usually the debate is centered around AFDC, Medicaid, 
and tax breaks to the working poor. Few will discuss our 
govenunent's corporate handouts which are almost 
double the amount of the budget of all these social 
programs combined. 

Corporate welfare has been discussed somewhat in the 
mainstream media, but the impression given is that the 
economy could not prosper if corporate welfare was 
ended. The facts show that corporations could not 
prosper at the expense of workers if corporate welfare 
was ended. In the 1950's. 23% of all federal income 
taxes were paid by corporations. In 1 99 1 the amount was 
dovm to 9.2%; and according to a 1993 General 
Accounting Office study, more than 40% of corporations 
in the United States with assets of $260 million or more.. 
"either paid no income taxes or paid income taxes of less 
than $100,000." 

Last year, Robert Reich, Secretary of Labor, made a 
statement that we should seriously start looking at 
corporate welfare and immediately the policy makers in 
Clinton's administration issued a statement saving that 
corporate welfare did not really exist, and was not a 
problem. Let's look at some of the facts, 

• The 1980 Government Patent Policy Act gives 
money to private corporations for research and 
de\'elopment, and then allows the company to keep 
the patent and make money from it. For example. 
the AIDS drug AZT was developed completely with 
public funds and the patent was given to Burroughs 
Wellcome Corp., which has earned $300 million 
with it in the past two years, with no royalties paid to 
taxpayers. 

• In 1986 the bankruptcy code was "reorganized" to 
allow corporations, often when they are still solvent, 
to get rid of their "debts." "Debts" can now include 
EPA required toxic site clean up costs, personal 
injury judgments, and retirement benefits. 

• The US Department of Agriculture gives about $100 
million a year to agriculture and food companies 
(including McDonalds. Kraft and Archer-Danieis- 
midland) in lax break and subsidies, so they can 
advertise their products overseas. 

• The USDA also sets sugar prices on U.S. grown 
sugar artificially high, then charges tariffs on foreign 
sugar to increase the price. This ends up costing 
American consumers about $1,4 billion a year. 



• The U.S. oil industry gets tax breaks which allow it 
to flilly deduct the cost of locating and drilling for 
oil. 
So we see that the 'free market' rules apply when the 
poor are trying to get money to live, but when ultra-rich 
corporations are expected to compete in the market, 
government subsidies and tax breaks are the rule.

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The Looting of America - 

In 1989, police slopped 49 year old Ethel Hylton at 
Houston's Hobby Airport and told her she was under 
arrest because a drug-sniffing dog had scratched at her 
luggage. Agents searched her bags and strip-searched 
her, but found no drugs. They did find $39, 100 in cash - 
- money she had received from an insurance settlement, 
and her life savings accumulated through over 20 years 
of work as a hotel housekeeper and hospital janitor. 
Ethel Hylton completely documented where she had 
gotten the money and was never charged with a crime. 
Bui the police kept her money anyway. Nearly seven 
years later, she is still trying to get her money back. This 
is just one of a large and growing list of Americans ~ 
now numbering in the hundreds of thousands - who have 
been victimized by civil asset forfeiture. Under civil 
asset forfeiture everything you own can be literally taken 
away even if you are never indicted, tried or convicted of 
a crime. Suspicion of offenses, which, if proven in court, 
might result in a $200 fine or probation is being used to 
justify' seizure of tens or even hundreds of thousands of 
dollars worth of property. 

How extensive are seizures in America today? In April 
1990, The Washington Post reported that the US 
Marshals Service alone had an inventor>' of over $1.4 
billion in seized assets, including over 30,000 cars, boats. jMk 
homes and businesses. Federal and state agencies seizing ^^ 
property now include FBI, DEA, US Marshals Service, 
Coast Guard, IRS, local police, highway patrol. 
Department of Housing & Urban Development, FDA and 
the Bureau of Land Management- Asset forfeiture is a 
growth industry. Seizures increased fi-om $27 million in 
1986 lo over S644 million in 1991. In 1993, seizures 
exceeded S2 billion. Under civil seizure, property is 
charged with an offense. Even if you are totally irmocent 
the government can still confiscate your guilty property. 
If goverrunent agents seize your property under civil asset 
forfeiture, you can forget about being innocent until 
proven guilty, due process of law, the right to an attorney 
or even the right to a trail. All of those rights only exist 
if you are charged with a criminal offense subject to 
imprisorunent. If you (or your property) are accused of a 
civil ofi'ense (not resulting in your imprisonment) the 
Supreme Court has ruled that you have no presumption 
of innocence, no right to an attorney, and no protection 
from double jeopardy. To get a trial, you have to post a 
non-refundable 'bond' of 10% of the value of your 
property- You have to pay attorney fees, ranging from 
$5,000 to $100,000, out of your own pocket. Money you 
pay your attorney is also subject to seizure if the 
government alleges that those fimds are tainted. j
